Ono bandit was wounded and caip- 
tured while two of his companlona 
escaped Tuesday, following their at» 
tempt to rob the First State Bonk 
of Round Lake. The captured maa 
was idontlfled as Ellsworth Ferguson 
of Libertyville, who was sontonced^o 
tho state prison at Jollot February 
20, 1925, for having wounded Joseph; 
Salotico of Rondout in^a gun light. 

Two of the bandits entorod the 
bank about 9:30 Tuesday morning, 
and approached tho cashier's wlndov^. 
E. 0. Webber, cashier. Miss VUab 
Hart, Ibookkeeper and daughter ot 
John Hart, the bank president, and tt 
customer were tho only occupants' ot 
the bank. 

"This Is a Btlck-up," ono' of the 
bandit declared. Webber stopped pa 
tho button that sounded tbo bank 
alarm, and lowered tho buUet-proot 
glass guards from tho colling to tho 
counter. After ilrlng two fuUIo 
shots against the glass, the -bandits 
realized their plight and fled. Ono 
Joined tho third member of tho party 
In . the black Chevrolet coach, and 
they escaped, heading northwest on 
the Long Lake road toward Fox 
t«ake. Round Lake residents turned: 
out enmasse to join six squads front 
tho sheriff's offlco In tho hunt which, 
is centering about tho chain of lakes- 
region. 

Rake Fells Bandit. 
The other mennber of the trio hcad- 
ed:^toward theSt -Paul-tTBCka,- after 
firing at Webber who was Just 
emerging from the bank. Startled 
by the shot Michael Luby, who wa» 
raking a strip of lawn along tlio,. 
SL Paul tracks. looked up to see tho • 
bandit and clouted him forcibly over 
the head with the rako. Two shoto 
from the revolver of the fleeing man 
went wild. 

Continuing his flight, tho maa 
rushed across the tracks and. into 
tho Tibblts-Cameron lumbor .yard,, 
wher he was halted from a shot from 
one of the three bank guards, Ben 
Peterkourt, Jack SUdfeld and Wil- 
bur Madaon. The shot drilled him 
through the leg. 

Upou questioning the wounded 
man said that his namo was Aruhlo 
Rodes and that his home wns any- 
where. The search reveim(J that ho 
curried several lengths of wire to 
truss up his victims, several rounda 
of unimunltlou. a black*Jack, and hte.

Ferguson was convicted In Lako 
County Circuit Court on April 18, 
1929, of robbing Frank Asma ot Lib- 
ertyville , og $37.

that Ferguson was a parole violator 
and should bo held.

While disappointment has been expressed in some 
quarters that the government's recovery program has not 
brought about a greater degree o£ busincw revival, such 
an altitude should not be taken too hastily, states the 
Cuaranty Trust Co. in its monthly survey.

Suppose )'ou own a thousand houses you 
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wish to 
5cll. Suppose that the standard of value in your locality 
is wheat — and that you will trade a houM for 1000 
bushels of it. 

Then suppose that there arc a thousand persons who 
"wish your houses — but only a hundred of them have any 
wheat. YouMI sell a hundred houses, have nine hundred 
left on your hands — and nine hundred people who would 
like to buy them have to go without, because they lack 
the accepted medium of exchange. 

Finally, suppose that it is discovered that these nine 
hundred people jwsscss quantities of barley. Tliis barley 
is likewise given a value, in relation to the value of 
wheat, and the r«ult is that you sell your houses and 

people obtain lodging. 

There is the money problem in a nutshell. One 
reason why international trade is languishing is that mil- 
lions of people who would like to buy from other coun- 
tries are unable to because they lack the present medium 
of exchange — gold. They live in silver standard coun- 
tries — and the present low price of silver, as related to 
gold, has cut their purchasing power to a fraction of 
former levels.

Primarily because it would deprive thousands of 
men of their jobs on our roads and highways, motorists, 
highway users, laborers, farmers, business men, county 
and municipal executives, legislators, and many educat- 
ors and school authorities arc bitterly opposed to the 
Governor's pet measure to divert gasoline taxes to school 
relief. 

Only the Governor and his professional whip-crack- 
ers arc lusty in its support.

President Roosevelt, has re- 
peatedly advocated stimulation of the construction in- 
dustry as the very basis of the New Deal. Certainly di- 
version of highway funds which the Governor advocates 
would defeat the particular objective of the President.
